GENERAL  STATEMENT 

This  bulletin  is  the  result  of  an  effort  on  the  part  of 
Home  Study  Service  of  Alabama  College  to  be  of  greater 
service  to  parent-teacher  associations  in  connection  with 
program  and  study  materials.  Home  Study  Service  has, 
for  the  past  six  years,  rendered  a  limited  service  to  these 
organizations,  but  has  not  heretofore  been  in  position  to 
offer  as  wide  a  range  of  materials  as  is  offered  in  this  bul- 
letin. 

One  of  the  main  purposes  in  the  preparation  of  this  an- 
nouncement has  been  to  assemble  worthwhile  materials 
which  are  not  too  difficult  for  average  readers.  Most  of 
the  books,  talks,  and  special  discussions  here  offered  are 
such  as  can  be  used  by  any  parent-teacher  organization  in 
the  State,  although  some  of  it  is  best  suited  to  those  who 
are  familiar  with  the  language  of  the  psychologist. 

Much  of  the  material  offered  in  this  bulletin  is  in  the 
form  of  typed  copies  of  radio  talks  by  various  members  of 
the  faculty  of  Alabama  College,  and  by  others  who  are 
specialists  in  their  several  lines.  Additional  materials  are 
in  the  form  of  typed  copies  of  various  articles  appearing 
in  certain  outstanding  periodicals,  and  are  used  by  special 
permission. 

•No  claim  is  here  made  that  the  various  topics  listed 
cover  the  subjects  fully.  Home  Study  Service  is  simply  of- 
fering what  it  has  available  at  this  time,  in  the  hope  that 
it  will  prove  helpful  to  those  interested.  Much  very  fine 
material  on  these  same  subjects  can  be  had  from  various 
other  sources.
